Sacramento State College student Fidelis 
Obikwu may have to go back to Nigeria 
for two years, leaving his wif and 
seven-month-old baby girl behind 
The Department of Justice Immugratior 
and Naturalization Service has asked the 
27-year-old graduate student in Biological 


Science to leave the country before Nov 
77 


Obikwu came to the U.S. in 1965 in 
conjunction with the Agency tor 
international Development sponsored by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture and 
the government in the Biafran section of 
Nigeria in 1965 

The civil war of 1968 put the region 
under a new government, according to 
Obikwu, leaving the government which 
sponsored him out of power 

According to George T. Patterson, 
officer in charge of the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service in Sacramento, 
the agreement Obikwu made is still in 
effect and he must go back to Nigeria for 
two years 

Mrs. Obikuw, a 21-year-old psychology 
major at SSC said her husband doesn't 
want to go back to Nigeria. He wants to 
stay here and become a U:S. citizen 

Mrs. Obikwu filed a petition to change 
the visa status of her husband following 
their marriage in January, 1969. The 
petition was filed on Jan. 31, 1969 and 
was approved Aug. 19, 1969, but the 
Obikwus did not receive notice of the 
approval until Nov, 12, 1970 

Mrs. Obikwu would like to know why 
the government took so long to notify 
them of the approval. Approximately two 
wecks ago, Obikwu r ived ter f 
the Immigratior ina 
Service setting th 
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he remains in the country after N 
He stated that Obikwu

The Obikwus _ sent 
Congressman John E. Moss asking t 
help. Moss advised Obikwu to 1 
Nigeria and that “A.I.D.’s_\ missior 
Nigeria reports its belief that Mr 
Obikwu would not suffer exceptional 
hardship should she return with you 
Obikwu said he has corresponded with 
friends in Nigeria and, according to his 
sources, hostilities still exist and no jobs 
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are available. He said he was mainly 
concerned with the welfare of his wift 
and child if he is forced to leave 
“They're going to have to stay here,” he 
said, and hopes somebody will take care 
of them 

Mrs. Obikwu doesn't want her husband 
to leave and before she would consider 
his leaving she would like to travel over to 
Nigeria and explore the situation alone 
while her husband and daughter remain in 
the U.S. She wants to see the job he will 
supposedly get 

Patterson stated that just because 
Obikwu married an American citizen 
doesn’t mean that his obligation to the 
A.1.U. program ts canceiled i 
asserted that the newspapers had

In this film, the Russians 
have, what they call, a computer-controlled doomsday bomb that was 
supposed to secure their safety by making any act of agression a last 
act. The computer in this film was ke ‘pt too well a secret and the world 
went up in mushroom shaped smo No other film has had the impact 
of “Strangelove” that is until **¢ daa a

Given the position that such a computer can be built that will do all 
that has been envisioned for it, “Colossus” may be the ultimate 
expression of that concept. The actual title is “Colossus: the Forbin 


Project.” 

The story of the final release of this picture is good enough to be a 
film of its own. It seems that the film was made almost two years by a 
British company with Universal Studios as the distributor When the 
Universal execs were shown a finished print of the film, they weré not 
very moved to release it. Yet, they decided to quietly release it in 
England. The motion picture received what might humbly be called 
rave reviews. to the great shock and embarrassment of several Universal 
executives. After certain changes, primarily with lengthening the title, 
“Colossus: the Forbin Project’ has now opened in the U.S. with 
equally as great a critical acclaim. This film is worth all the plaudits that 
have been awarded to it. It is, without a doubt, the sleeper of the year 

Not only does the computer assume the total defense of the United 
States but it (I can’t, or rather shouldn't, describe the plot of the 
film, except to say that this film will be greatly accepted by 
science-fiction fans, political science students, peace and freedom 
people and mad-scientists everywhere). The film is funny and terrifying 
in its two-hour adventures into binary computations 

The cast includes some of the best character actors in the business 
rhere’s Leonid Rostoff as the Russian premier, George Pinsent as the 
President of the United States, good oj’ William Schallert as C.I.A. head 
grauber, Susan Clark as Cleo Markham, and Eric Braedon (Rat Patrol’s 
Hans Gudegast) as Doctor Charles A. Forbin, father of Colossus. The 
star of the film is the computer, a massive grouping of transistors and 
magnetic tape that is housed within a mountain in Colorado and 
protected from any form tampering with an infinity of back-up systems 
and a radio-active field. All in all, Colossus makes 2001's" Hal look 
like a tinkertoy in comparison 

D.F. Jones’ novel has been translated to the screen with power and, if 
it 1s possible, reality. James Bridges screenplay gives to the computer a 
language that while sounding all too much like 1984, draws laughter 
and applause from the audience. The human cast is believable in their 
dialogue and the script is just double-jointed enough to foo! those who 
like to guess a motion picture's ending 

Director Jospeh Sargent, who’s recent tv-film, “Tribes,” received 
excellent reviews, has given the film a timeliness and prophetic nature 
that may be a bit of a blow to those people that believe the computer 
to be their savior. Sargent executes (that phrase may be a little tender) 
his assignment with ease and sureness of result 

Only one minor point mars this film—it deals with the President of the 
United States. There is no attempt to explain the time it has taken to 
build and prepare the great computer. Dr. Forbin states that it has 
taken 11,000 man-years to complete the project. But is that 1,000 men 
working for 1} years or 11,000 men working for one year? If the secret 
is SO important, then it needs to be a secret-secret. Is Pinsent the same 
President who initiated the adventure or is he an heir to Colossus as 
Truman was to the Atomic Bomb? 

If any film demands a follow-up, it is this film. The position of man 
versus his creation has seldom been better portrayed than here. The 
“battle” scenes are imaginative and very enjoyable, especially Dr 
Forbin’s plan to outwit his mechanical child by using the sexiest 
‘notepad’ ever used

LOS ANGELES’ (AP) Two 
years ago, a city police detective 
Started writing a novel showing 
that patrolmen in a city often 
scarred by riots and shootouts are 
just regular guys 


Sgt. Joesph A. Wambaugh, Jr 
never realized that “The New 
Centurions” would be picked as a 
publisher's book-of-the-month 
selection, and maybe cause him to 
lose the job he has held for 10 
years 


“Money is not the important 
thing,” Wambaugh, 34, said 
Tuesday. “I love this job and I 
want to keep it.”’ 

Last summer, after getting a 


publisher's go-ahead on the book, 
Wambaugh submitted it to Police 
Chief Fdward Davis’ office 
Shortly afterward, he was accused 
to violating a section of the police 
manual requiring officers to 
receive approval before submitting 
material for publication 
Wambaugh could be reprimanded 
or dismissed 


Wambaugh said he did not 
realize the regulation applied to 
fiction. His main concern was, he 
said, “to present policemen as a 
good cross-section of humanity, a 


cross-section that you'll find 
among doctors, lawyers, 
newsmen, anyone,” he said 
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“disgraceful treatment” and 
“cowardly attacks” on Thurmond
